Half way around the world, the

, Britain has been felt by Cali- 
beautiful, fomia agriculture, particularly in 
jloss of markets for canned, dried 
' and processed food products. Bri¬ 
tain began the war with plenty 
of ships, and she preferred to 
bring in food supplies the long 
way 'round from her far-iflung 
empire and thus conserve her 
limited dollar credits in this 
country for expenditure on planes, 
tanks and guns. 

The German market was large¬ 
ly lost, even before the war was 
begun —a severe shock to the 
California prune industry and to 
many other branches of agricul¬ 
ture. Hilter, striving for self- 
sufficiency, and feeking to keep 
German capital in Germany, cut 
off imports from California and 
other sections of the United 
States long before the British 


flcials of the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture, however, do not ex- 
p>ect Britain to ask for American 
wheat and com— crops in which 
this country has tremendous sur¬ 
pluses. England apparently gets 
all of these crops it needs from 
the dominions. 

Reports from Washington indl-1 
cate that teh lend-lease act will 
bring about the biggest farm 
purchase plan since the last 
World War, with considerable 
benefit to American agriculture. 
But there are no hectic cam¬ 
paign to plant millions o faddl- 
tional acres and boost production, 
as there was back in 1917 and 
1918. Agriculture hasn’t yet re¬ 
covered from that debacle of 
more than two decades ago—and 
conditions today are vastly dif¬ 
ferent. 

In the first W^orld War, Eng¬ 
land, France, Italy, the Scandi¬ 
navian countries and even Russia 
desperately needed wheat and 
cotton. In fact, they called out 
for all manner of food supplies. 
American agriculture expanded 
its plant to feed two-thirds of the 
world; prices boomed—and then, 
when the war ended, the bottom 
fell outi 

I But today, while industrial 
[areas in the United States have 
! benefited from the national de¬ 
fense spending program, farming 
^ areas, thus far, have not. In fact, 
there has been serious dimger 
that the farmer would find tha 
prices of all the things he must 
buy Increasing, without any com¬ 
parable increase in the prices of 
the commodities he sells. The an¬ 
ticipated big buying program by 
Britain may help to avert that 
calamity, but it will not, on the 
other hand, bring boom condi¬ 
tions to agriculture. 

Any farmer who sees pros- 
perity just around the comer, as 
a result of proposed shipments 
to Britain—and who might feel 
tempted to step up his produc¬ 
tion— should take another look. 
This country has a carry-over of 
700,000,000 bushels of corn, or 
more than four times normal; we 
have a wheat carry-over of 400,- 
000,00 Obushels; we have 11,000^ 
000 bales of surplus cotton, 372,- 
000,000 pounds of surplus tobac¬ 
co, 2,735,000 pounds of surplus 
butter, 3,609,000 dozen surplus
